Thus for violets the 
liQ^Jid is composed of 3 00 grams of glyc- 
erine and 10 grams of essence of vio- 
let. In many places, while scented vio- 
lets are comparatively rare, the un- 
scented kinds grow wild in great pro- 
fusion. 
These are now bought, up in 


large quantities, scented artificially and 
pm. into the market in advantageous 
competition with the perfumed violets 
grown by the horticulturists. 
Cut flow- 


ers which have wilted from time or 
transportation are revived 
by being 


plunged into a weak solution of sal 
ammoniac. Flowers which have little 
or no scent are also perfumed for sale 
by being put into a box with ice and 
then saturated with a current of car- 
bonic acid charged with perfume.

TBAGEDY LN TURKEY. 


A YOUNG WOMAN POISONED 


IN SULTAN'S HAREM.

The ^pMidid Yildiz paJace has an- 


other mystery for which the people of 
Consiauiiuople boM their Suiiau re- 
sponsible. A beautiful Circassian girl 
returned from Abdul Hamid's harem to 
the abode of her rightful owner some 
u>n days ago. and soon afterward died 
of |A>iso»—a certain vegetable t-oai- 
poiind "warranted" to work al the end 
of six or seven hours—no sooner, no 
later. 


The girl breathed her last just fifty 


minutes after her arrival in the car- 
riage of ?.= sSiei' of the 
imperial 


court. It is known that she rode to 
her o!d master's home directly from 
the palace and without stopping on the 
way. She herself said on her death- 
bed that she had not eaten or drunk 
anything since early breakfast in the 
harem, which was from five to 
six 


hours before her arrival in the city. 


The theory of suicide not being ap- 


plicable in tte case of an Oriental 
woman, the assumption is that Zu- 
leika drank in deanh with her choco- 
late, or swallowed it in a French rag- 
out or sweetmeat. Whether she was 
poisoned at the Sultan's Instigation or 
whether the chief eunuch murdered 
her on his own hook—that, of course, 
no outsider can decide. There is lit- 
tle likelihood that that part of the 
tragedy will ever ue cleared up. 


Six months ago Yonssouff Tevfik, a 


young officer of the Sultan's guard, and 
a son of the army contractor who was 
favored with the silken cord after he 
had acquired riches enough to make his 
disgrace and the consequent confisca- 
tion of 
his fortune profitable—six 


months ago Youssouff was voted the 
luckest dog in Pera, for he had suc- 
ceeded in buying Zuleika. the pearl of 
the Circassian slave market. 


Zuleika, attended bjs- her Jjuslness- 


like father and brothers, had previ- 
ously been hawked about the harems 
of the great for several daya, but, ow- 
ing to the presence of Emperor Wil- 
liam in Constantinople, who kept the 
Sultan and his official;; extremely busy, 
no purchaser had been found. Then, 
being unable to prolong their stay, 
Zuleika's relatives, or "natural own- 
ers," as they call themselves in Tur- 
key, put the girl up for auction, and, 
though all Pera's golden youth bid 
for her, Youssouff secured her by a 
trick for the beggarly sum of 15,000 
francs.

leika in those arts which the Turk ad- 
mires mostly in women. She proved an 
adaptable creature, and the fame of 
her accomplishments soon spread over 
all Pera. It even mounted the walls 
of Yildiz Palace, and in the course of 
time fell upon the blase ears of the 
Padishah.

wrote Youssouff in conclusion of his 
petition. He did not have to wait long 
for an answer. 
Next morning at 10 


o'clock a court carriage drove up at 
his door, and out jumped 
Zuleika, 


more beautiful and more richly dressed 
than ever. The colored gentleman who 
accompanied her, and who was, as it 
afterward turned out, one of the minor 
eunuchs of 
Yildiz Palace, smilingly 


stepped up to Youssouff and counted 
15,000 francs upon the table. 


"His majesty has graciously pleased 


to order the official of whom you com- 
plained to pay over the full purchase 
price of the slave herewith returned," 
he saici. After getting his receipt he 
drove rapidly away. The negotiations 
had not lasted more than five min- 
utes. 


Zuleika wouldn't answer any ques- 


tions as to where she had been and 
with -whom.

Some Sure Jtlooraerg. 


It is a well-known fact that in many 


farm homes there is little room for 
house plants, and yet the busy house- 
keeper deeply desires some plants -and 
some blossoms to take her mind from 
the dreary outside during the winter 
and enable her to forget her lack o£ 
outside companionship-. The geranium 
is the standby for such plant lovers 
and it is a very reliable standby. Yet 
if you have but one window to spare 
for plants and that one not very sunny, 
the geranium is not the best plant for 
you. 
There is nothing more satisfac- 


tory with little room and little sun- 
shine than some varieties of cactus. 
Three thrift}, well-developed plants of 
crab, Christmas and rat-tail cactus will 
supply i ou wiih bris'ul blossoms during 
October, November, ^December, Janu- 
ary, February and March, just when 
you need those blossoms most. 
The 


crab cactus blossoms during October 
and November, the Christmas cactus 
during December and January, the rat- 
tail 
cactus 
during February and 


March. The blossoms are all alike, but 
they are so bright one does not weary 
of the monotony. The plants grow very 
rapidly. 
Slips started 
the 
coming 


spring are qnite likely to bloom next 
winter, and will make 
quite large 


plants in a year or two, while a plant 
of 
several years' growth, of any of 


these varieties, is something to Jslight 
the eye at any season of the year, and 
when it has dozens of its bright blos- 
soms upon it, it is a joy to every one 
who sees it. Just give these varieties 
a trial. Start some slips this spring. 
No slips are surer to grow than these. 
After a year or so of growth they will 
not need so very much attention dur- 
ing summer—a little water occasion- 
ally—bat in September commence xo 
water the crab cactus quite freely, and 
some fresh earth filled in at the top and 
a little liquid manure, a very little, will 
help the blossoms along 
During all 


the time that it is in bloom, water very 
freely, but afterward very seldom. In 
No%'ember treat your Christmas cac- 
tus in the same way, and in January 
treat the rat-tail cactus in. the same 
way. Many people treat these cactus 
plants as hanging basket plants, but 
1 prefer a shelf above the middle oJ 
the window, on which 
to place the 


plants. Hanging baskets or pots sel- 
dom get enough water and dry out so 
rapidly that buds are apt to blast. If 
you do not tire of these plants, they 
will repay you for years. I know sev- 
eral fine plants of each variety which. 
in their time o£ blooming, are a mass 
of bloom. I know one Christmas cac- 
tus which has had 2oO blossoms on it 
at one time. 
A two-year-old rat-tan 


cactus had 50 buds and blossoms upon 
it. 
I read recently of a crab or lob- 


ster cactus of several years' growth, 
which had 400 blossoms upon it at one 
time. 


They are so sure to grow and so sure 


of bif-om that I am so earnest in their 
behalf. 


Table 


A careful housekeeper may be known 


by her table linen, for no matter how 
worn it may be, you will always find 
it spotlessly 
white and 
beautifully 


glossy. 


One such housekeeper never washes 


her linen on the regular tfash day. She 
has a large tin pan that she had made 
just to use -when washing her table 
linen, and this work is usually done 
early Thursday morning. 


Table cloths, napkins and pretty em- 


broidered pieces are carefully looked 
over and the tiniest worn 
places 


promptly mended. 
If there are any 


fruit stains, boiling water is poured 
through them, before they are washed, 
or other remedies are applied accord- 
ing to the iiature of the stain. Only 
the best Tvhite 
soap t= used when 


washing table linen, and it i& never 
rubbed directly on the article that is 
to be washed. 
It is not necessary for 


this housekeeper krows better than to 
let her table linen become badly soil- 
ed. She prefers to wash it without a 
washboard, when possible, for she be- 
lieves rubbing on a board tends to 
break and twist the fiber, and give it 
an old look when it is really not badly 
worn. 


All linen, except that which is em- 


broidered in wash silk, is soaked over 
night in clear, cold water, and m the 
morning squeezed out as dry as pos- 
sible, and placed in the pan in which 
a proper amount of soap has been al- 
lowed to dissolve in a little boiling 
water. 
It is covered with cold water, 


and set on the stove, where it stands 
until it has boiled hard for five or 
ten minutes, then the contents are 
emptied into the tub, and cold water 
added. 
The linen is nibbed, when 


necessary, with the hands, and care- 
fully folded before being put through 
the "wringer, which is screwed as tight 
as possible. 
It is put through two 


more waters, the last one slightly blue, 
then pulled straight and hung out for 
a little while 
Before it becomes very 


cln !* i* brought ir and ironed imme- 
diately. 
Care is taken not to fold 


the pieces all in the same way, for 
such a course tends to wear them thin 
where the fold comes. 


This seems quite formidable, hut is 


really done very easily and quickly, 
and the results are far more satisfac- 
tory than they would be were the work 
undertaken on a day -when there is so 
much else to be washed that all must 
be put through as quickly as may be. 


"When the linen is very old and tnm 


it is starched a little, bat not enough 
to be easily detected. 


Embroidered linens are washed in 


suds made o£ the best soap, and thor- 
oughly rinsed, but are never boiled, 
and never allowed to remain m the 
water a moment longer than is neces- 
sary. Like the other linens, they are 
ironed before they become quite dry, 
for it ib much eisier than to let them 
dry into wrinkl s, then sprinkle them 
and try to press the -w-mkles out.

Starting ttio Chrysnuthcmum'a Growth. 


It is a good plan to bring chrysan- 


themums up from the cellar early in 
the season and let them start 
into 


growth. 
Give them -plenty of water 


and light and they will soon throw up 
dozens of sprouts all over the surface 
of the soil. 
Cut off the best of these, 


with pieces of root attached, and put 
them in small pots of light, rich soil. 
They will grow so rapidly that a shift 
to a larger pot will be needed by April. 
In this way we get good-sized plants 
by the time the florists begin to send 
out plants ordered from their spring 
catalogues. 
This is tho only way to 


obtain large specimens.—February La- 
dies' Home Journal. 


Siberia'* Snow Flower. 


Travelers in Siberia tell of the won 


derful flower that grows there, an<3 
which blooms only in January, when 
the winter is at its height. The blos- 
som has something of the characteris- 
tic of a "morning glory," lasting only 
a single day. The flower, whea 
it 


opens, is star-shaped, its petals of tht 
same length as the leaves, and about 
half an inch in width. On the third 
day the pxtremities of the 
antlers 


Tfhich are fhe in number, show min- 
ute, glistening specks, veritable vege- 
table diamonds, about the size of a 
pin's head—these are the seed of the 
flower. A Russian nobleman named 
Ar.thoskoff took a number of the seeds 
to St. Pet&rbburg. They -were placed 
in a pot of snow and frozen earth. C1 
the coldest day of the following Jan- 
uary the miraculous flower burst 
through its icy cohering and displayed 
its beauties to the wondering scien- 
tists. The plant has been very appro- 
priately named "tij srow flower."— 
Pittsburg Dispatch.

strong or rank {as they are more api 
to be than not) they can be made mild 
by cooking a few potatoes with them, 
the potatoes boinK so absorbent that 
when done it is difficult to distinguish 
them from the turnips. The potatoes 
should be put in only thirty minutes 
before the turnips are done. Of course, 
it is understood that turnips must be 
put on to boil in plenty o£ cold water

their age and freshness), which should 
be salted when the vegetable is hall 
done.

trivance here described the chain was 
simply attached to the top of the hel- 
met, and in this wa> the cage was 
Rung with the man in it. 
»Jhe cage consisted of a number of 
strips of «ron about an inch and a 
half wide 
In this contrivance the 


body would remain until it literally fell 
to pieces It -was customary to meas- 
ure the condemned for such "irons,' 
as they were called, and this process 
was said to have had more effect upon 
the nprvps of the most hardened of- 
fendc<- than even the sentence pro- 
nounced against him 


It was usual a century ago to dispose 


of pirates in this way, and many such 
gentry \\ere hanged in cages on the 
banks of the Thames opposite Black- 
well 
This custom, indeed, was con- 


tinued through, the earlier years o£ 
the present century, and the windows 
of the waterside taverns of Blackwall 
were supplied with spyglasses; through 
which customers might enjoy the spec- 
tacle of the criminals dangling in a 
row
